EXPLAINS PURPOSE 


Stanton Griffing, chairm an of 
the organization comm ittee, pre­ 
sided at Monday night's session 
and explained that the organiza­ 
tion com m ittee had been called 
together by a group of teachers 
and parents interested in 
the 
form ation of an association for 
the purpose of a closer coopera­ 
tion betw een the parents 
and 
teachers. 
H e em phasized the fact th at 
the object of a Parent-T eachers 
association was cooperation 
and 
not interference and th at it was 
an attem pt to solve the 
m utual 
problem for the best interests of 
the child. 


ONE AT A TIME 


He urged 
if 
the association 
w ere form ed 
th at they devote 
them selves to the problem of or­ 
' ganization for the initial period 
and only take up one program 
from am ong the m any available 
for Parent-T eachers’ associations.

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Two Theories of Government — Which? 


t 
Tuesday the people of the U nited States will be called upon 
to decide w hat course this country is going to take for the next four 
years—and perhaps for m any more. 
It is not a question of an old man, grown quarrelsom e in office, 
against a vigorous young m an with a vision of America as still a 
land with new frontiers. 
It is far m ore im portant than that. 
It is 
a question of two theories of governm ent as far apart as the poles. 
The New Deal believes in a strongly centralized governm ent 
with rule by bureaus, appointed by th e President, w ith such power 
that their decisions cannot be appealed to a court. It has pitted one 
class against another by trying to paint all business men as having 
little horns sticking out of their heads and trying to crush the men 
laboring for them . It has tried a prosperity of scarcity by plowing 
up crops and killing little pigs. This failed m iserably and it took a 
war to put to work the 10,000,000 m en still unemployed shortly be­ 
fore Pearl Harbor. 
Laboring men, w ho consider the New' Deal as 
benevolent, would do well to rem em ber that the European dictators 
courted labor in th eir climb to absolute rule.

m inds of fath ers and m others; i tention; the blood donated in Ara- 
of wives and sw eethearts; of the 
sisters and th e brothers of the 
fighting men, w hich they voice 
w ith some hesitation but about 
w hich I find, in the few w eeks 
I’ve been home, they’d really like 
to know. 
I can’t give all the answers. I 
can only speak for the European 
th eater of w ar a t best. I can at 
least offer encouragem ent- and 
perhaps some comfort. The ques­ 
tion, briefly put, would be, “How 
a re the men cared for?" The u n ­ 
expressed question would add, 
“ . . . in the cam ps, in the fight­ 
ing areas, if they are w ounded?” 
To the few whose men have 
m ade the greatest sacrifice w hich 
a free nation can ask of its citi- 
ens, there is th e further unex- 
> 


pressed question, “W hat happens 
to the soldier who is killed?” 
T he men are well cared for. 
W ar is not a nice thing. The re ­ 
actions of w ar, and the conditions 
of war, are not those of a Sunday 
school. It is to the credit of the 
young men of America that the 
percentage of those who get into 
trouble of any kind is so low, 
and undoubtedly less th an the 
percentage of th e same m en if 
they have stayed at home, in 
priv ate lives. “K ” rations are not 
offered 
as 
the 
equivalent 
of 
hom e cooking. Cam ps in A laska 
o r in Iceland o r in North A frica 
are not substitutes for home. The 
soldier reserves his historic and 
inalienable right to grouse. W e 
said tw enty-five years ago th at 
^- Jh e re were th ree ways of doing 
; ny thing, “th e right w ay, th e 
■ 'w rong way, and the A rm y w ay”, 
and I hear the sam e com m ents 
today. 
T he soldiers of America are 
better cared for, better fed, b et­ 
te r clothed, b etter paid, and have 
b etter opportunities w aiting for 
them on discharge, than the sol­ 
diers of any o th er nation. I said 
in 
a previous 
letter th at the 
people of A m erica may be proud 
of th e way our boys have con­ 
ducted 
them selves 
under 
the 
crow ded and difficult conditions 
in England. I shall w rite in a 
fu tu re letter of the conditions of 
dem obilization now being w orked 
out. In the last w ar, the1 m en 
w ere m ustered out in groups. In 
th is w ar certain conditions of the 
individual soldier will control the 
discharge, and the plan has been 
set up after approval by the “G. 
I.’s’ them selves. 
’ 
The individual casualty is a 
tragedy to the individual fam ily; 
th e low total, the low percent­ 
age is a m onum ent to the skill 
and care of th e medical corps and 
th e allied services. The care of 
th e 
wounded 
soldier in m any 
cases is little short of a m iracle. 
The com m anding general of the 
m edical arm s in the European 
th eater said to th e Congressional 
group that he 
gave credit to 


erica and by Americans in Eng­ 
land, and the use of the new 
drugs and methods which this 
w ar has produced. 
Today, the corpsmen go w ith 
the combat troops. It is rare (in 
the European theater, and I sup­ 
pose the same in the Pacific 
theater) that a man receives a t­ 
tention longer than five m inutes 
after being hit. In such cases, the 
percentage saved is 97%. I have 
seen men who were hit in N or­ 
mandy and were in England two 
hours later. Front line attention; 
field 
hospitals; 
base 
hospitals; 
special hospitals and m ethods; all 
these back up today’s soldier. I 
sometimes think he is in less 
danger than driving an autom o­ 
bile on the highways of Califor­ 
nia in peace time. 
Let me give you the illustra­ 
tion I’ve been using at the talks 
I’ve made since coming home. It 
is an extrem e, yet because it is 
extrem e, you'll understand w hat 
is also being done in sim pler 
cases. I know of this case; It 
is a young lieutenant who was 
shot in the abdomen on D-day. In 
World W ar 1, 80% of such cases 
died. This boy had a severed in­ 
testine. On D-Day plus 40 he was 
back in Normandy fighting with 
his troops. I shall w rite a little 
more on this subject next week.

A rm y cooks must know their 
stuff about the preparation of 
food. And that goes for potatoes, 
too. Here are some tips on the 
cooking of potatoes as handed 
dow n by Army cooks to Palm 
Springs housewives: 


1. A potato quickly boiled is 
quickly spoiled. O verboiling po­ 
tatoes until they’re broken causes 
them to absorb w ater and become 
soggy. 
2. A lw ays put potatoes in cold 
w ater w hen putting them on to 
boil. 
3. You can help keep spuds 
from getting that gloomy, old 
look by adding one tablespoon of 
vinegar to the w ater for every 
pound of spuds ten m inutes be­ 
fore you drain them. 


HINTS TO COOKS 


4. Add salt at least ten minutes 
before draining. 
5. Dry your boiled and steamed 
potatoes over the heat before 
mashing. 
6. G roup spuds of like size in 
the same cooking container so 
they will be cooked evenly. 
7. Don’t bake potatoes too long 
—it causes them to get dark and 
soggy.

Dr. W ilbert L. H indm an, U. S. 
C. professor of political science, 
told 
Palm 
Springs 
Lions and 
their guests, assem bled in w eek­ 
ly luncheon session at the Desert 
Inn yesterday, th a t w hile the 
G allup poll was, in th e main, a 
scientific survey of public opin­ 
ion, he’d hate to be in Mr. G al­ 
lup’s shoes this week.

MUSEUM NOTES 
(By T. A. D. COCKERELL) 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
IN PREHISTORIC TIMES 
By T. D. A. Cockerell 
In order to understand w hat we 
see today, we have to consider 
th e long past of this region. To 
th e south of us w as a large shal 
low lake, as is proved by the mil­ 
lions of sm all shells scattered 
o ver the floor of th e valley. All 
these are freshw ater shells; the 
w ater did not come from the sea. 
B ut much earlier, th e Gulf, with 
its m arine w aters, extended far 
inland, and in som e places, es­ 
pecially a t Coyote M ountain, just 
north of the M exican 
border, 
m any fossil sea shells may be 
found. The floor o f th e Colorado 
D esert consists of sands and grav­ 
els, and borings to the depth of 
a thousand feet have not struck 
bed rock. W here did all the ma 
terial come from? From the Colo­ 
rado 
River, 
from 
the 
Grand 
Canyon. 
The excavation of the Grand 
C anyon w as due to flow ing w ater 
an d vast quantities of m aterial 
w ere carried dow n and deposited 
in w hat is now the Colorado Des 
ert. 
The anim als of these days are 
know n to us by th e bones pre­ 
served in th e pits of th e Rancho 
La Brea, at Los Angeles, ele­ 
phants, huge ground sloths, sabre 
tooth tigers, a large extinct bison, 
and strange birds, including a 
condor of great size. B ut m any of 
th e anim als and birds w ere like 
those still living. W hy so many 
kinds becam e extinct w e do not 
know . Perhaps th e sabre-tooth 
tig e r killed off 
its prey, the 
ground sloth, and then failed for 
lack of suitable food.
